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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that Vardi discloses that the 
central elements (38) of the stent are "opened by lateral deflection, typically using a balloon catheter", rather than a mechanism that would 
cause elements (38) to self deflect and thus does not meet the limitations of the claims. However, the claims merely requires that the 
"central section is configured to flare radially outwardly" and is not limited as to how the radial flaring occurs. Examiner asserts that Vardi 
does in fact disclose a central section that "flares radially outwardly" . 
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
